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MESSAGE  FROM  THE  DEAN 


DEAN  BOWMAN 


The  nationwide  trend  toward  increasing- 
numbers  of  applications  for  admission  to 
law  school  has  made  itself  felt  at  Wake 
Forest.  Even  though  the  Law  School  has 
admitted  a first-year  class  of  101  (the  larg- 
est first-year  class  in  the  history  of  the 
School),  many  well-qualified  applicants 
failed  to  gain  admission  because  we  simply 
ran  out  of  room.  We  were,  in  fact,  able  to 
admit  only  one  out  of  seven  applicants.  This 
fall  we  have  received  more  applications  than 
during  the  same  period  a year  ago,  so  it 
appears  safe  to  predict  that  once  again  we 
shall  have  to  turn  away  many  qualified  ap- 
plicants. 

Our  total  enrollment  this  fall  is  290.  All 
of  our  facilities,  but  particularly  the  law 
library  and  the  first-year  classroom,  are 
severely  overcrowded.  We  badly  need  addi- 
tional space  for  the  benefit  of  our  present 
crop  of  students,  inasmuch  as  our  current 
enrollment  exceeds  the  capacity  of  the  exist- 
ing building. 

As  most  of  you  know,  a campaign  is  under- 
way to  raise  funds  for  the  construction  of 
an  addition  to  the  Law  Building.  The  pro- 
jected cost  of  the  addition  is  approximately 


$500,000.  It  will  contain  a large  amphi- 
theatre classroom  with  seating  for  148  stu- 
dents and  another  classroom  capable  of  seat- 
ing 120.  It  will  also  contain  five  faculty  of- 
fices, a faculty  lounge,  two  floors  devoted  to 
library  reading,  study  and  stack  areas,  a 
small  conference-seminar  room,  a new  stu- 
dent lounge,  two  offices  for  student  activi- 
ties, and  additional  toilet  facilities  for  both 
men  and  women.  This  addition  to  the  build- 
ing will  make  it  possible  for  our  enrollment 
to  rise  gradually  to  a projected  maximum  of 
440.  With  any  such  increase  in  enrollment, 
there  will  be  additions  to  the  faculty  so  as 
to  maintain  a healthy  student-faculty  ratio 
and  to  permit  the  offering  of  a broader  and 
deeper  curriculum.  The  additional  space  will 
greatly  enhance  the  ability  of  the  School 
to  carry  on  the  splendid  tradition  of  quality 
and  service  that  has  marked  its  past. 

The  building  fund  campaign  is  off  to  a 
good  start  and  the  early  returns  are  most 
encouraging.  If  contributions  continue  to 
come  in  at  the  present  rate,  it  seems  quite 
likely  that  construction  on  the  addition  can 
be  started  this  fall.  We  are  immensely  grate- 
ful to  all  of  you  who  either  have  worked  in 
the  campaign  or  have  made  contributions 
to  the  building  fund.  Particular  thanks  are 
due  James  W.  Mason  and  Leon  L.  Rice,  Jr., 
who  are  serving  as  co-chairmen  of  the  major 
gifts  portion  of  the  campaign,  and  Philip 
B.  Whiting,  President  of  the  Law  Alumni 
Association.  Their  leadership  has  been  in- 
valuable. 

Special  mention  also  should  be  made  of 
those  alumni  who  have  headed  up  the  cam- 
paign in  their  particular  judicial  districts. 
They  have  worked  hard  for  the  Law  School 
and  they  have  obtained  outstanding  results.

From  my  point  of  view,  one  of  the  happy 
by-products  of  the  Law  Building  Campaign 
has  been  the  opportunity  it  has  afforded  me 
to  visit  with  many  of  our  alumni  in  various 
parts  of  the  country.  Although  I shall  be  de- 
lighted when  the  campaign  reaches  a suc- 
cessful conclusion,  I hope  that  I can  continue 
to  meet  periodically  with  groups  of  law 
alumni  on  their  home  grounds  and  to 
broaden  my  knowledge  of  our  alumni  and 
their  views  concerning  the  Law  School. 

With  our  enrollment  at  a record  level, 
our  faculty  is  having  a very  busy  fall.  Some 
relief  will  be  provided  in  January,  when 
Mr.  George  K.  Walker  will  join  our  faculty 
as  an  Assistant  Professor  of  Law.  A bio- 
graphical sketch  of  Mr.  Walker  appears  else- 


where in  this  issue.  During  the  Spring  Se- 
mester he  will  teach  Insurance  and  Legal 
Bibliography,  and  will  work  with  our  new- 
ly-organized Moot  Court  Board  in  the  deve- 
lopment of  our  Advocacy  Program. 

Through  this  expanded  moot  court  pro- 
gram. we  hope  to  increase  substantially  the 
number  of  students  taking  part  in  moot 
court  activities  and  to  ensure  that  the  School 
is  represented  in  the  national  and  regional 
moot  court  competitions.  The  Moot  Court 
Board  will  supervise  the  expanded  program 
and  is  composed  initially  of  second-year 
students.  It  is  expected  that  the  Moot  Court 
Board  will  function  in  autonomous  fashion 
and  will  become  a self-perpetuating  organi- 
zation similar  to  the  Law  Review.  It  should 
provide  another  vehicle  through  which  stu- 
dents can  gain  law  review-type  experience 
and  otherwise  sharpen  the  research,  writing 
and  advocacy  skills  that  are  so  important 
in  the  practice  of  law. 

Although  our  primary  emphasis  as  a 
faculty  is  upon  classroom  teaching,  the  in- 
dividual members  of  our  faculty  do  find 
time  to  engage  in  scholarly  research  and 
writing.  I am  proud  to  report  the  recent 
publication  of  books  by  Professor  James  A. 
Webster  and  Richard  G.  Bell.  Professor 
Webster's  Real  Estate  Law  in  North  Caro- 
lina, published  by  The  Michie  Company,  is 
the  definitive  work  on  the  principles  of  real 
estate  law  and  practice  in  this  State.  Pro- 
fessor Bell’s  Negotiable  Instruments  Cases 
and  Text  is  intended  primarily  for  use  in 
the  classroom  and  has  elicited  much  favor- 
able comment  from  teachers  of  Negotiable 
Instruments. 

The  Student  Bar  Association,  in  coopera- 
tion with  the  Dean’s  Office,  is  once  again 
running  a placement  service  for  third-year 
students  seeking  permanent  employment 
and  second-year  students  seeking  summer 
jobs.  We  hope  that  any  of  you  who  may  be 
thinking  of  adding  a lawyer  to  your  office 
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will  call  on  the  services  our  placement  pro- 
gram can  provide.  This  program  functioned 
very  effectively  last  year,  with  virtually  all 
of  our  1971  graduates,  other  than  those 
about  to  enter  military  service,  having  found 
employment  in  the  legal  field.  Seven  mem- 
bers of  the  class  of  1971  have  won  much- 
coveted  judicial  clerkships;  four  of  these 
men  are  with  Federal  District  Court  Judges 
in  North  Carolina,  two  are  with  Judges  of 
the  North  Carolina  Court  of  Appeals,  and 
one  is  with  a Justice  of  the  North  Carolina 
Supreme  Court. 

Our  1971  graduates  fared  well  on  the 
North  Carolina  Bar  Examination.  Of  the  49 
Wake  Forest  graduates  taking  the  examina- 
tion for  the  first  time,  48  passed.  Several 
of  the  1971  graduates  have  taken  bar  exami- 
nations in  other  states;  not  all  of  these  re- 
sults are  in  yet,  but  the  success  rate  thus 
far  is  100%. 

IJcmecoming  Day,  November  6,  promises 
to  be  a red-letter  day  in  the  history  of  the 
Law  School.  That  is  the  day  on  which  several 
hundred  alumni  will  come  to  Wake  Forest 
to  receive  their  J.  D.  degrees  in  replacement 
of  the  LL.B.  Approximately  575  alumni  have 
applied  for  the  new  degree,  and  we  expect 
the  great  majority  of  them  to  be  present  at 
the  special  award  ceremony  that  will  be 
held  in  Wait  Chapel  at  10:00  o’clock  on 
Hcmecoming  morning.  The  principal  speaker 
for  this  occasion  will  be  Justice  I.  Beverly 
Lake.  The  ceremony  will  be  followed  by  a 
buffet  luncheon,  which  in  turn  will  be  fol- 
lowed by  the  Wake  Forest-William  and  Mary 
game  and  the  Law  Alumni  Association’s 
annual  cocktail  party  at  the  Sheraton  Motor 
Inn.  I hope  that  many  of  our  alumni  will  be 
able  to  attend  these  events,  and  I am  look- 
ing forward  to  visiting  with  as  many  of  you 
as  possible. 
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WALKER  JOINS  FACULTY 


GEORGE  K.  WALKER 


George  K.  Walker  of  Charlottesville,  Va. 
will  join  the  law  faculty  as  an  assistant  pro- 
fessor beginning  with  the  Spring  semester. 
Initially,  Walker  will  teach  Legal  Bibio- 
graphy and  Insurance.  Also,  he  will  assist 
Professor  Leon  Corbett,  Jr.  with  Practice 
Court  I. 

Walker  received  his  B.A.  degree  in  his- 
tory at  the  University  of  Alabama  in  1959. 
While  at  Alabama  he  served  as  secretary  of 
the  local  chapter  of  Phi  Beta  Kappa.  Be- 
tween 1959  and  1962  Walker  was  on  active 
duty  with  the  United  States  Atlantic  Fleet 
destroyer  force.  Presently  he  is  a Lieutenant- 
Commander  in  the  United  States  Naval  Re- 
serve. 

Walker  received  his  LL.B.  from  Vander- 
bilt University  in  1966.  While  at  Vanderbilt 
he  served  on  the  practice  court  executive 
board;  problems  editor;  law  school  bar  as- 
sociation board  of  governors ; and  editor  of 
the  school  newspaper.  He  is  a member  of 
Phi  Delta  Phi  legal  fraternity. 

Walker  was  a Woodrow  Wilson  Fellow 
(1962-63),  receiving  his  M.A.  in  history 
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from  Duke  University  in  1968.  Walker’s 
thesis  topic  was  “The  Personal  Relationship 
of  Franklin  Delano  Roosevelt  and  Winston 
Spencer  Churchill,  as  Revealed  by  their  Cor- 
respondence, 1937-41.” 

In  1966-67  Walker  served  as  clerk  for 
John  D.  Butzner,  Jr.  U.  S.  District  Judge, 
Richmond,  Va,.  In  1967  he  joined  the  Rich- 
mond firm  of  Hunton,  Williams,  Gay, 
Powell,  and  Gibson.  He  resigned  from  that 
firm  in  1970  to  work  on  his  Master  of  Laws 
degree  at  the  University  of  Virginia.  While 
completing  that  degree  he  is  serving  as  a 
researcher  and  house  counsel  for  the  Crime 
Prevention  Systems  Corporation  of  Virginia. 
In  this  position  he  researches  and  drafts 
reports  to  local  and  state  agencies  on  as- 
pects of  crime,  juvenile  deliquency,  and  re- 
lated subjects. 

A native  of  Tuscaloosa,  Alabama,  Walker 
is  an  Episcopal  lay  reader  tor  the  Diocese 
of  Southern  Virginia.  His  wife  Phyllis  is  a 
native  of  Martinsville,  Va.  and  tney  have 
one  child. 


WEBSTER  PUBLISHES 

N.  C.  REAL  PROPERTY 


.JAMES  A.  WEBSTER,  JR. 

The  Michie  Company  recently  published 
Real  Estate  Law  in  North  Carolina  by  Wake 
Forest  law  professor  Dr.  James  A.  Webster, 
Jr.  “Webster,”  says  the  company,  “is  the 
only  thing  since  Mordecai,.”  and  notes  that 
over  a half  century  has  passed  since  the  pub- 
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lication  of  Mordecai’s  Laiv  Lectures,  2d  Edi- 
tion (1919). 

Emphasis  is  placed  on  “the  creation, 
characteristics,  and  incidents  of  possessory 
estates  in  land  and  with  the  modes  of  trans- 
fering  and  acquiring  ownership  of  real 
property  of  formal  conveyances,  adverse 
possession  and  prescription.”  The  book  also 
deals  with  acquisition  of  easements,  and  the 
transfer  of  title  or  interests  in  real  property. 

Over  100  pages  of  the  nearly  700  page 
volume  is  devoted  to  the  “Examination  of 
Titles  to  Real  Property  in  North  Carolina.” 
The  publisher  believes  that  this  section, 
which  outlines  North  Carolina  procedure  for 
checking  land  titles,  will  be  particularly 
valuable  to  the  young  attorney  who  is  just 
beginning  his  practice. 

A cum  laude  graduate  of  both  Wake  Forest 
and  Wake  Forest  School  of  Law,  he  was  a 
recipient  of  a Ford  Foundation  scholarship 
for  graduate  study  at  Harvard.  At  Harvard 
Professor  Webster  was  the  only  one  of  over 
one  hundred  graduate  students  in  law  to  re- 
ceive a doctorate. 

Real  Estate  Law  in  North  Carolina  was 
developed  and  adapted  from  Dr.  Webster’s 
lectures  and  classroom  materials.  Dr. 
Webster,  who  teaches  Peal  Property  I and 
II,  Future  Interests,  Municipal  Corpora- 
tions, and  Urban  Land  Use  Controls,  first 
taught  at  Wake  Forest  Law  School  between 
1951-52.  After  working  in  private  practice 
for  two  years,  he  resumed  teaching  at  Wake 
Forest  in  1954.  While  in  general  practice  in 
Reidsville  and  Leaksville  (Eden)  from  1952 
until  1954,  he  served  as  chairman  of  the 
Rockingham  County  Board  of  Elections. 

Dr.  Webster  has  also  served  as  a member 
of  the  North  Carolina  General  Statutes 
Commission,  as  a research  analyst  for  the 
State  Commissioner  of  Revenue  and  for  the 
General  Assembly,  Chairman  of  the  com- 
mittee drafting  new  laws  relating  to  mecha- 
nics and  materialmen's  liens  and  as  consul- 
tant to  both  the  Commissioner  of  Insurance 
and  the  Attorney  General.

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PREYER  KEYNOTES  LAW  DAY  1971 

Sixth  District  Congressman  Richardson 
Preyer  told  an  overflow  crowd  at  Wake 
Forest’s  19th  annual  Law  Day  Banquet 
(April  23)  that  he  senses  a “widespread” 
loss  of  confidence  in  the  American  judicial 
system,  but  the  former  federal  judge  cau- 
tioned that  while  “It  is  tempting  to  decide 
in  anger  that  we  can  no  longer  live  with 
this  system  . . . the  truth  is  that  we  cannot 
live  without  it.” 

Preyer  quoted  New  York  Mayor  John  V. 
Lindsey,  “If  the  schools  close  down  for  a 
while,  or  if  an  outraged  citizenry  finally 
succeeds  in  tearing  down  city  hall  brick  by 
brick,  we  will  survive  somehow,  but  if  we 
lose  the  courts,  we  lose  everything.”  Preyer 
added:  “How  easily  we  forget  that  it  was 
the  law  that  nurtured  and  protected  the 
civil  rights  movement;  that  rescued  many 
of  the  innocent  victims  of  anti-communist 
hysteria  in  the  days  of  McCarthyism.  It  is 
the  law  which  guarantees  that  we  can  speak 
and  write  whatever  conscience  moves  us  to 
believe. 

“The  law  forbids  the  use  of  coerced  con- 
fessions, and  by  requiring  the  exclusion  of 
illegally  seized  evidence,  discourages  inva- 
sions of  our  homes  or  our  privacy.  And  we 
should  note  that  not  a single  one  of  the  great 
landmark  decisions  of  the  Supreme  Court 
(including  the  Brown  case  and  the  political 
reapportionment  case)  was  made  under  the 
threat  of  the  gun  or  the  mob  . . . These 
things  happened  because  of  the  growth  of 
enlightenment  and  the  development  of  the 
democratic  idea.” 

Preyer  argued  that  the  legal  profession 
itself  must  assume  much  of  the  responsibi- 
lity for  the  loss  of  faith  in  the  judicial  sys- 
tem. The  courts  have  opened  the  door  to  the 
charge  of  politicalization.  He  called  the  trial 
of  the  “Chicago  7,”  “a  horrible  blunder,” 
and  agreed  with  conservative  columnist 
James  J.  Kilpatrick  that  “The  defendants 
should  have  been  tried,  if  at  all,  for  throw- 
ing trash  on  the  sidewalks.  This  the  City 
might  have  proved.  And  the  defendants 
would  have  wound  up  not  triumphantly,  as 
heroes,  but  ungloriously  as  Jitterbugs.” 
Preyer  added,  “The  courts  should  stick  to 
what  they  do  superbly  — namely,  try  the 
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facts — and  stay  away  from  what  they  do 
badly — trying  general  ideas.” 

Preyer  feels  that  lawyers  also  are  to 
blame  “in  that  we  had  let  the  idea  get  abroad 
that  we  are  only  interested  in  maintaining 
the  status  quo,  that  we  only  serve  the  inter- 
ests of  the  rich  and  powerful.”  But  he  add- 
ed, “Fortunately,  you  young  lawyers  are 
changing  all  of  this,”  and  he  cited  interest 
in  pro  bono  work  for  the  poor  and  the  con- 
sumer, Nader’s  Raiders,  and  neighborhood 
legal  service  projects. 

“I  personally  believe  that  even  a coal  com- 
pany deserves  representation  like  any  com- 
mon felon,  but  the  point  being  made  is  a 
good  one.  That  is,  that  the  function  of  the 
lawyer  is  to  serve  the  individual  as  well  as 
the  institution,  that  it  is  to  serve  the  public 
as  well  as  the  private  interest.” 

Preyer  concluded  by  telling  the  audience 
that  “you  have  it  within  your  power  to  re- 
store faith  in  our  judicial  system.  Beyond 
that,  you,  more  than  any  other  group  in  our 
society,  have  it  in  your  power  to  restore 
confidence  in  our  country. 

“For  you  are  trained  to  present  reason 
to  an  age  which  seems  to  be  raging  toward 
some  form  of  absolutism.  Balance  is  your 
game  in  an  age  of  fanatics  and  extremists. 
Your  lawyer’s  instinct  is  for  the  firm,  the 
tangible,  the  solid  ground  in  an  age  of  apo- 
calyptic abstractions.  In  an  age  of  cocktail 
party  sociologists  who  blame  everything  on 
the  Establishment  (whatever  that  is),  you 
know  how  to  search  out  operative  causes. 
Amid  the  torrents  of  talk,  you  have  been 
taught  to  analyze.” 

On  behalf  of  the  law  school,  Captain 
Henry  C.  Lauerman  presented  William 
Randolph  Loftis  of  Morganton  the  Warren 
A.  Seavy  Award.  The  Seavy  Award  was 
established  by  an  alumnus  in  honor  and  ap- 
precation  of  the  distinguished  legal  educa- 
tor and  author,  who  was  Visiting  Professor 
at  the  Wake  Forest  School  of  Law  during  the 
1960-61  and  the  1962-63  school  years.  The 
award  “is  given  to  the  student  displaying 
the  most  proficiency  in  the  combined  sub- 
jects of  Torts  and  Agency-Partnership.” 
Also,  Associate  Justice  Joseph  Branch,  of 
the  North  Carolina  Supreme  Court,  was 
awarded  the  school’s  “Outstanding  Alumni 
Service  Award.”  Mr.  Justice  Branch  is  a 
1938  graduate  of  the  Wake  Forest  School 
of  Law.

Near  the  end  of  first  semester  last  year 
a debate  arose  between  the  housing  office 
and  the  law  students.  Beginning  with  the 
announcement  that  Phi  Delta  Phi  legal  fra- 
ternity would  be  asked  to  move  from  their 
old  location  in  Poteat,  a dialogue  developed 
between  those  who  sought  the  removal  of 
all  graduate  students  from  the  dorm  and 
those  who  insisted  that  the  present  arrange- 
ment was  sufficient  to  meet  the  needs  of 
both  the  graduate  and  undergraduate  com- 
munities. After  much  discussion,  pro  and 
con,  it  was  decided  that  both  legal  fraterni- 
ties would  move  into  the  former  athletic 
dorm.  So  it  was  that  Huffman,  a dorm  in 
need  of  much  repair,  was  selected  as  the 
new  quarters.  Promises  were  made  and 
speculation  grew  as  to  exactly  what  the  new 
dorm  would  provide  the  law  students.  With 
the  beginning  of  classes  this  fall,  many 
questions  about  the  new  dorm  and  what  it 
offers  have  arisen. 

One  of  the  primary  questions  centers  a- 


round the  space  afforded  by  the  new  dorm ; 
the  lounge  area  is  literally  filled  to  over- 
flowing with  the  remnants  of  two  fraternity 
houses.  There  are  no  less  than  four  large 
sofas  in  this  small  area.  This  first  view  of 
the  dorm  does  not  bring  to  mind  the  com- 
fort talked  about  before  the  move.  After 
leaving  the  lounge,  one  has  a choice  of  two 
libraries  in  which  to  study.  Each  of  the 
libraries  has  copies  of  the  North  Carolina 
General  Statutes  and  the  North  Carolina 
Reports.  This  division  seems  to  be  workable 
in  that  it  allows  more  students  to  study 
without  being  crowded.  Moving  downstairs 
one  will  find  two  television  rooms.  In  one 
room  is  a color  set  and  in  the  other  a black 
and  white  set.  Here  more  than  anywhere 
else  in  the  dorm  the  divisions  between  fra- 
ternities may  be  seen. 

The  room  situation  in  the  new  dorm  is 
not  as  bad  as  many  had  predicted.  The  rooms 
were  renovated  over  the  summer  (in  all  but 
a few  cases)  and  present  a pleasing  picture 
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for  those  who  had  expected  far  less.  The 
rooms  are  larger  than  the  rooms  used  in 
the  past,  but  problems  have  still  arisen.  The 
main  problem  seems  to  be  that  the  dorm  is 
not  made  up  of  all  law  and  graduate  stu- 
dents as  had  been  hoped.  There  are  under- 
graduates living  on  the  third  floor  and  in 
the  basement.  These  students  have  no  lounge 
of  their  own  in  the  dorm.  Understandably, 
this  has  caused  friction  between  some  of 
the  law  students  and  the  undergraduates. 
The  dorm  is  quieter  than  many  of  the  former 
rooms  made  available  to  law  students.  Of 
the  various  students  interviewed,  most  were 
in  agreement  that  the  rooms  were  satis- 
factory. There  were  of  course  a few  students 
who  expressed  the  feeling  that  the  new  ac- 
comodations and  atmosphere  is  conducive 
to  little  more  than  complaining  of  the  woes 
of  this  year  and  praising  the  glory  of  the 
past.  , 

The  idea  of  a graduate  dorm  is  not  new. 
It  is  an  idea  that  has  been  used  successfully 
in  many  other  colleges  and  universities.  It 
is  based  on  the  idea  that  graduate  students 
have  more  in  common  with  other  graduate 
students  and  should  therefore  live  together. 
For  law  students  the  potential  of  this  situa- 
tion is  vast;  it  affords  a closer  contact  be- 
tween the  students,  allowing  for  more  fre- 
quent discussions  between  members  of  the 
different  classes.  Prior  to  this  year  the  law 
students  were  not  as  close  together  and  the 
resultant  cleavage  between  the  students  in 
the  dorms  became  apparent.  The  new  ar- 
rangement is  somewhat  like  the  English 
Inns  of  Court  in  that  the  lawyers,  in  this 
case  future  lawyers,  live  and  eat  together 
for  the  common  good  of  all.  Of  course  this 
dorm  is  not  the  only  answer,  but  it  is  an  ad- 
mission that  the  law  community  is  a vital 
part  of  the  university  and  should  not  be 
forced  to  move  off  campus  to  help  end  the 
growing  pangs  of  the  undergraduate  popu- 
lation. This  dorm  is  another  drawing  card 
to  present  to  future  students,  and  it  gives 
students  a viable  housing  alternative.  But 
like  any  other  new  project,  it  has  weak 
points.  Not  all  of  the  promises  made  to  the 
fraternities  before  the  move  have  been  ful- 
filled, but  given  time  the  dorm  can  and  will 
both  enhance  and  advance  the  study  of  law 
at  Wake  Forest.

Your  second  place 
winner  was  very  close  to  being  the  second 
place  winner  state  wide.”  Don  Voncannon 
w?as  Wake  Forest’s  second  place  winner. 

In  1970  Robert  C.  Stephens’  entry,  wdiich 
was  Wake  Forest’s  first  place  winner,  took 
second  place  in  the  state  wide  competition; 
in  1969  first  place  winner  Robert  F.  Flem- 
ing’s entry  won  second  prize  on  the  state 
level. 

The  contest  involves  the  preparation  of 
a detailed  analysis  of  a hypothetical  situa- 
tion, preparation  of  an  estate  plan,  a de- 
tailed explanation  of  the  plan  in  a letter 
directed  to  the  client,  and  the  preparation 
of  required  documents  such  as  wills  and 
trust  agreements.  To  illustrate  the  amount 
of  preparation  an  entry  requires  Dr.  Faris 
notes  that  often  the  letter  to  the  client  is 
over  15  pages  in  length.

At  the  September  21  meeting  of  the  board 
of  directors  of  the  foundation  two  new  pro- 
grams were  authorized.  The  first  will  pro- 
vide funds  for  hiring  of  student  research 
assistants  to  aid  the  law  faculty.  The  stu- 
dents will  provide  aid  in  researching  writing 
and  teaching  materials. 

Also,  the  board  has  approved  funds  for 
• the  employment  of  students  to  supervise  the 
Legal  Bibliography  course  offered  to  first 
year  students.  Beginning  with  the  coming 
semester,  the  course  will  be  divided  into 
eight  sections  with  one  student  assisting 
each  section.  The  Board  of  Editors  of  the 
Wake  Forest  Law  Review  will  serve  as  the 
section  assistants.

Dr.  James  A.  Webster,  Jr. 

In  addition  to  his  consultation  to  the 
North  Carolina  Department  of  Justice,  Pro- 
fessor Webster  serves  as  educational  consul- 
tant to  the  North  Carolina  Real  Estate  Li- 
censing Board.

At  Emory  University 
in  Atlanta,  Georgia  this  past  summer,  he 
was  visiting  Professor  of  Corporate  Finance 
and  Wills.  Professor  Faris  attended  the  As- 
sociation of  American  Law  Schools’  Conven- 
tion on  Teaching  of  Law  Outside  of  Law 
School  in  Chicago  this  past  summer.  He  will 
serve  as  the  Law  School’s  representative  to 
the  AALS  Convention  in  Chicago  this 
December.

Currently  Professor  Lauerman  is  writing 
two  articles.  One  article  will  be  published  in 
the  Wake  Forest  Law  Review  and  deals  with 
the  statute  of  limitations  in  products  liabi- 
lity cases  in  North  Carolina.  The  second 
will  be  written  in  collaboration  with  Dr. 
Hugh  Devine  of  the  Wake  Forest  faculty 
and  will  be  a general  article  on  the  statute 
of  limitations  in  products  liability  cases. 

Professor  James  A.  Sizemore 

As  a draftsman  for  the  Superior  Court 
Judge’s  Conference,  Professor  Sizemore  is 
engaged  in  drafting  standard  jury  instruc- 
tions for  North  Carolina.  This  work  has 
been  in  the  process  for  one  and  a half  years 
and  will  likely  continue  for  two  more. 

In  November,  Professor  Sizemore  ad- 
dressed the  Medico-Legal  Institute  for 
Orthopedic  Surgery  at  Bowman-Gray  School 
of  Medicine.  Sizemore’s  talk  was  entitled 
“The  Role  of  the  Doctor  as  Expert  Witness” 
and  was  sponsored  by  the  American  Aca- 
demy of  Orthopedic  Surgeons.

This  past  summer  Professor  Devine 
taught  at  the  Drake  Law  School  in  Iowa. 
Also  in  August,  Professor  Devine  attended 
The  Southeastern  Law  School  Conference  in 
Charlottesville,  Virginia  and  concentrated 
on  curriculum  problems.  Dr.  Devine  will 
publish  an  article  in  the  forthcoming 
Wake  Forest  Law  Revieiv  issue  concerning 
freedom  of  expression  in  public  schools. 


THE  WAKE  FOREST  LAW  REVIEW:  1971-72 

The  Wake  Forest  Laiv  Revieiv  began  its 
life  with  the  publication  of  the  May  1965 
one-issue  volume  called  the  Intramural  Law 
Revieiv  of  Wake  Forest.  That  first  volume 
consisted  of  111  pages  and  represented  the 
work  product  of  six  editors. 

Today  the  Law  Review  is  an  official  pub- 
lication of  the  Wake  Forest  University 
School  of  Law.  As  such,  the  Law  Revieiv 
appears  in  an  annual  volume  of  four  issues, 
consisting  of  approximately  two  hundred 
pages  per  issue.  Each  volume  contains  some 
40  to  45  student-written  Notes  and  Com- 
ments plus  15  Articles  prepared  by  members 
of  the  academe  and  the  practicing  bar.  To 
edit  and  research  this  great  amount  of  pub- 
lished material  requires  the  efforts  of  a well 
coordinated  and  highly  complex  organization 
directed  and  controlled  by  the  Board  of  Edi- 
tors. 

The  Board  of  Editors  is  the  governing 
body  of  the  Wake  Forest  Law  Revieiv,  and 
is  headed  by  the  Editor-in-Chief,  who  is  ulti- 
mately responsible  for  all  functions  of  the 
Law  Review.  Besides  the  Editor-in-Chief, 
the  Board  of  Editors  consists  of  the  Manag- 
ing Editor  and  six  Editors.  The  Managing 
Editor  is  responsible  for  the  physical  layout 
of  the  Review  and  heads  the  Business  Staff. 

The  six  Editors  are  the  core  of  the  editing- 
process.  To  each  Editor  is  assigned  an  As- 
sociate Editor  and  a staff  made  up  of  Edi- 
torial Staff  members  and  Candidates.  The 


Editor,  Associate  Editor  and  staff  function 
as  a team  to  research  all  written  material 
scheduled  for  publication.  This  editing  task, 
called  the  “spade,”  ensures  absolute  accur- 
acy of  all  legal  citations  and  is  responsible 
for  the  Law  Review’s  well  deserved  reputa- 
tion of  being  legally  reliable. 

Business  functions  of  the  Law  Revieiv  are 
conducted  by  the  Business  Staff  under  the 
direction  of  the  Managing  Editor,  assisted 
by  his  Administrative  Assistant.  The  Man- 
agers of  subscriptions,  advertising,  printing, 
and  finance  complete  the  Business  Staff. 

Board  members  and  Associate  Editors, 
all  third-year  students,  are  selected  by  the 
outgoing  Board  of  Editors,  the  selection  be- 
ing based  on  scholastic  achievement,  prior 
participation  on  the  Revieiv,  leadership,  and 
writing  ability.  Second  and  third-year  stu- 
dents participate  as  members  of  the  Edi- 
torial or  Business  Staff.  Initial  participa- 
tion on  the  Law  Revieiv  is  through  the  Can- 
didates’ Program,  Candidates  being  those 
students  finishing  in  the  top  20-25%  of  the 
first-year  class  and  accepting  invitations  to 
join  the  Review.  Successful  completion  of 
the  Candidates’  Program  entitles  the  stu- 
dent to  full  staff  membership  on  the  Review 
and  the  opportunity  to  become  a member  of 
the  Board  of  Editors  or  an  Associate  Editor 
in  his  third  year. 

From  the  six-editor  Intramural  Law  Re- 
view of  1965,  the  Wake  Forest  Law  Review 
of  1971-72  has  grown  to  eight  Board  mem- 
bers, six  Associate  Editors,  and  thirty -five 
Editorial  and  Business  Staff  members.  This 
growth  will  continue  as  the  Law  School  ex- 
pands. However,  the  framework  of  the  Re- 
view is  now  complete.  The  Law  Revieiv  is 
prepared  for  a bright  future  . . . the  same 
future  that  awaits  the  Wake  Forest  Univer- 
sity School  of  Law.

Every  alumnus  of  Wake  Forest  University  School  of  Law 
has  an  opportunity  to  meet  a challenge  — a challenge  that  is 
of  great  significance  to  the  Law  School.  How  we  rise  to  and 
meet  this  challenge  will  have  a lasting  and  profound  effect 
upon  the  future  of  the  School  of  Law  and  its  graduates  who 
will  enter  the  practice  of  law  in  the  years  to  come. 

The  challenge  is,  of  course,  the  Capital  Funds  Campaign 
to  provide  $500,000.00  for  a major  addition  to  the  Law  School 
building.  This  addition  is  planned  to  accommodate  an  expan- 
sion program  aimed  at  these  needs : 

(1)  An  increase  in  student  body  from  the  present  270 
to  440.  by  1975-76; 

(2)  Additional  faculty,  to  provide  better  faculty-student 
ratio ; 

(3)  Increased  library  space; 

(4)  Two  new  classroom-auditoriums; 

(5)  Faculty  office  and  lounge  space; 

(6)  Student  activities  and  lounge  space. 


Challenges  are  not  new  to  Wake  Forest 
School  of  Law  or  its  alumni.  The  Law 
School’s  founding  represented  an  immense 
challenge  when  Dean  Gulley  began  it  in  1893, 
and  in  forty  years  nearly  one-half  of  North 
Carolina  attorneys  were  trained  at  the 
School.  The  move  from  Wake  Forest  to  Rey- 
nolda  Campus  in  1956  represented  another 
tremendous  challenge,  and  the  Law  School’s 
alumni  and  friends  contributed  nearly  $500,- 
000.00  to  make  the  present  school  a reality. 

A generous  gift  has  provided  one-half  of 
the  required  funds  for  this  new  building  ad- 
dition. Our  challenge,  therefore,  is  to  pro- 
vide pledges  of  the  remaining  $250,000.00 
by  November  6,  1971,  when  the  Law  School 
will  award  retroactive  J.  D.  degrees  in  con- 
nection with  Homecoming  Weekend  activi- 
ties. 

To  meet  the  challenge,  every  Wake  Forest 
law  alumnus  is  being  asked  to  pledge  a con- 
tribution which  may  be  spread  over  three 
years  — 1971,  1972  and  1973.  The  Board  of 
Visitors  has  provided  Leon  Rice  and  James 
Mason  as  Co-Chairmen  of  the  overall  Build- 
ing Fund  Campaign  Committee,  writh  some 
30  members  throughout  North  Carolina  to 
head  up  smaller  regional  solicitation  com- 


mittees. The  Law  Alumni  Association  is 
backing  up  the  Rice-Mason  Committee  in 
Charlotte,  Greensboro,  Raleigh  and  Winston- 
Salem,  where  law  alumni  are  concentrated 
in  numbers,  with  local  solicitation  com- 
mittees headed  by  Lloyd  Baucom,  Dan  Fouts, 
Sid  Eagles  and  Murray  Greason,  respec- 
tively. Bill  Straughan  and  the  Alumni  Office 
are  doing  a fine  job  in  providing  informa- 
tion and  promotional  data.  Letters  from 
Dean  Pasco  Bowman  and  Attorney  General 
Robert  Morgan  have  been  mailed  to  all  law 
alumni  to  inform  them  of  the  new  building 
program.  The  objective  is  to  have  every 
Wake  Forest  law  alumnus  participate  in  this 
program  to  enlarge  the  Law  School  facilities 
and  thus  better  serve  an  expanding  student 
body. 

The  need  is  clear,  the  cause  is  worthy,  the 
time  is  now,  and  the  challenge  must  be  met. 
On  behalf  of  the  Wake  Forest  Law  Alumni 
Association,  I urge  every  alumnus  to  take 
part  in  the  campaign  by  making  a prompt 
and  generous  pledge  — so  our  goal  will  be 
reached  by  November  6,  1971.

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A MESSAGE  FROM  THE 
N.  C.  BAR  ASSOCIATION 


The  North  Carolina  Bar  Association  was  born  at  an 
organizational  meeting  on  February  10,  1899  in  Raleigh,  at 
which  time  157  charter  members  were  enrolled.  From  its 
founding  its  ranks  have  swelled  to  3,000  members. 

In  1926  a committee  was  appointed  to  study  the  incor- 
poration of  the  Bar  with  authority  to  examine,  license  and 
disbar  attorneys,  and  by  1932  a bill  was  drawn  creating  The 
North  Carolina  State  Bar,  which  is  a quasi-administrative 
agency  deriving  its  authority  from  the  North  Carolina  Gen- 
eral Assembly. 

At  this  point  in  time  it  was  thought  by  some  that  this 
would  be  the  end  of  the  North  Carolina  Bar  Association.  His- 
tory has  proved,  however,  that  a division  of  the  functions  of 
The  North  Carolina  State  Bar,  whose  primary  function  is  to 
carry  out  the  examination  of  prospective  attorneys,  the  licens- 
ing of  attorneys  and  disbarment  of  attorneys  as  well  as  rend- 
Ral  h N stravhorn  ering  opinions  on  matters  of  legal  ethics  on  the  one  hand,  and 

a p President'  °rn  the  North  Carolina  Bar  Association,  a voluntary  organization, 

N.  C.  Bar  Association  which  serves  its  members,  the  bench  and  the  public  through 


24  standing  committees  and  17  special  com- 
mittees is  an  ideal  organizational  setup  for 
the  lawyers  of  North  Carolina.  Space  does 
not  permit  the  listing  of  all  standing  and 
special  committees.  Some  of  the  standing 
committees  are  the  committees  on  Continu- 
ing Legal  Education,  Bar  Notes,  Legal  Aid, 
Legislative  and  Law  Reform  and  Public  Re- 
lations. Some  of  the  special  committees  are 
Automobile  Accident  Reparations,  Court 
Study,  Practical  Training  and  the  Penal 
System  Study  Committee. 

In  1955  at  the  annual  meeting  of  the 
North  Carolina  Bar  Association,  Governor 
Luther  Hodges  charged  the  Bar  Association 
to  reorganize  and  modernize  the  state 
courts.  It  was  from  this  beginning  that  the 
Association  appointed  a special  committee 
on  court  study  headed  by  the  late  J.  Spencer 
Bell,  later  Circuit  Judge  of  the  4th  Judicial 
Circuit,  to  head  up  this  very  important  com- 
mittee. The  study  required  over  three  years 
to  complete.  Three  North  Carolina  founda- 
tions contributed  the  sum  of  $85,000  to  the 
Association  to  finance  this  work.  The  Gen- 


eral Assembly  submitted  a Constitutional 
Amendment  to  the  people  of  North  Carolina 
authorizing  the  adoption  of  a new  judicial 
system  for  North  Carolina.  As  a result  of 
its  passage,  the  Legislature  enacted  certain 
statutes  phasing  in  the  new  court  system  as 
we  know  it  today  beginning  in  December, 
1966  and  finally  being  completed  in  Decem- 
ber, 1970. 

More  recently  at  the  request  of  Governor 
Scott  at  the  annual  meeting  in  June  1970, 
the  Association  agreed  to  undertake  a 
thorough  study  of  the  North  Carolina  Penal 
System.  By  March  15,  1971  the  Committee 
had  invested  3,000  lawyer  hours  in  this 
study  and  submitted  to  the  Governor  an 
Interim  Report  calling  for  reforms  which 
required  administrative  action  as  well  as 
action  by  the  General  Assembly.  The  Gover- 
nor has  requested  this  Committee  to  continue 
its  work  including  a study  of  the  juvenile 
correction  system  of  the  State,  and  the  Com- 
mittee is  now  engaged  in  the  juvenile  study 
and  plans  to  make  a report  on  juvenile  cor- 
rections during  the  early  part  of  1972. 
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In  the  field  of  public  information,  the 

North  Carolina  Bar  Association  in  coopera- 
tion with  The  North  Carolina  State  Bar,  is 
laying  the  ground  work  for  an  informational 
service  in  order  better  to  inform  the  public 
about  the  law,  the  courts,  the  judges  and 
the  lawyers  and  what  all  this  means  in  a 
free  society.  Such  program  of  public  infor- 
mation will  4>e  a matter  of  public  service 
and  at  the  same  time  place  in  proper  pers- 
pective our  courts,  our  judges  and  those  of 
us  in  the  profession  who  practice  in  those 
courts. 


Our  association  is  privileged  to  have  a 
dedicated  fifteen  man  Board  of  Governors 
in  addition  to  its  officers  and  staff  and  41 
committee  chairmen  and  members  of  the 
respective  committees  who  are  dedicated 
to  service  to  the  bench,  the  Bar  and  the 
public.  Through  this  Association  the  lawyers 
of  North  Carolina  can  make  a contribution 
to  the  legal  profession  and  to  the  public 
which  it  serves.

However,  if  the  placement  committee  can  be  of  any  further  assistance,  we  welcome  that  opportunity. 
Realizing  that  some  of  you  have  established  old  and  trusted  relationships  with  members  of  the  law 
faculty  and  prefer  to  screen  prospective  associates  through  them,  the  committee  will  provide  any  assist- 
ance it  can  in  this  regard. 

Although  concerned  primarily  with  placing  third  year  students,  the  placement  committee  is  anxious  to 
assist  first  and  second  year  students  seeking  positions  as  summer  clerks  with  law  firms.  Basically,  the 
same  procedure  as  outlined  will  be  followed  in  placing  any  student  from  the  school.  Let  us  emphasize, 
however,  that  these  procedures  are  not  concrete  and  the  student  committee  is  not  inflexible.  Of 
course,  we  welcome  placement  opportunities,  and  if  these  measures  do  not  best  serve  your  interests, 
use  the  method  you  find  most  convenient.  We  hope  to  avoid  formality  while  at  the  same  time  provide 
a service. 

If  any  employer  determines  that  he  is  unable  to  visit  the  school  but  would  prefer  to  have  interested 
students  visit  him,  we  will  make  the  class  aware  of  the  opportunity  and  provide  background  informa- 
tion sheets  as  available.
